X an writing you with regard to S. 2233, a bUl which 1 Introduced 
for the relief of William *'• Friedman, providing in effect for payment of 
3100,000 lnsettleoent of all his rights in Ms inventions in tbs field of 
military eonsauni cations which have boon placed In secrecy because of their 
importance to the national interest. 

Captain George K. Bobillard, USN, Patent Counsel for the Savy, 
in the enclosed article in the Saturday Evening Post of June 9, 1951 " Are 
He Stifling the Inventors?", dramtioally develops the problems confront- 
ing Hr. FWednan, namely, that his inventions arc so important to the 
national defense that necessary secrecy prevents him from using hie own 
rights in the inventions - rights which he has retained with the consent of 
the Government. 

1 sincerely hope thet your Coasittae will act favorably on the 
bill. fir. Friedman, whoso entire adult life has been devoted to serving 
the national interest end whose work, as disclosed in the Pearl Ilerbor 
Investigation at the end of 3orli Tar II, led to the breaking of the Japanese 
Purple Code, a feat which vitally contributed to the winning of the war in tho 
Pacific, is fully deserving of the relief requested in the circumstances. Tho 
secrecy and security measures surrounding him and his work have circum- 
scribed his ©vory day life and adversely affected bis health. Except ay this 
bill which 1 have introduced, there is no reasonable avenue for relief open 
to him. 



This entire oattor has been the subject of discussion with 
representatives of the Department of Defense over tho period of the last 
year and a half. I am submitting copies of the oenorandua submitted to 
the Department of Defense on the oattor and the corrsepondor.ee concerning 
It thereafter - all of which spooks for itself. When the Casnlttoo holds 
its hearing upon the enclosed bill, the Department of Defense should be 
in a position to present the foots under its control with the least possible 
delay, in view of tho foot that it has had 13 months in which to gather lte 
material on the on so. fir* Friedman, of course, will be happy to testify in 
person in connection with the matter.
